It  was  a  dismal  iiiglit.  A  cold  wind  swept  over  the  plains  and  switelied 
tlie  tent  flaps  as  though  it  meant  to  tear  them  into-  shreds.

The  herd  lay  to  the  north  of  the  cam]), 
so  settling  reluctantly  into  their  soggy  saddles  the  drowsy  riders  turned  tiieir 
horses  in  that  direction,  trusting  to  the  instinct  of  the  animals  to  find  the 
cattle.  ' 

The  darkness  was  intense,  and  the  wiry  little  beasts  were  obliged  to  pick 
their  way  cautiously  over  the  rough  ground  lying  between  the  camp  and  tlie 
spot  where  the  herd  bad  been  bedded  down  for  the  night.
